Roosevelt will in his message to con­ 
gress recommend federal supervision 
of the insurance companies. 
He will 
make strong recommendations as the 
result of the disclosures made in the 
insurance investigation in New York. 
The presideifr^rrrll endeavor to—sc^ 
cure some legislation on this subject,, 
but he will meet with strong opposi­ 
tion, as many leading lawyers declare 
it will be difficult to frame a measure 
that w ill stand the constitutional test. 
It is declared that the only way in 
which the government can supervise 
the insurance business is to declare it 
interstate commerce.

Indications Point to Failure of Consti­ 
tutional Amendment. 


Baltimore, Nov. 8.— The election in 
Maryland was for a state comptroller, 
legislature and county officers, and in 
Baltimore for a judge of the supreme 
court, sheriff, city clerk and surveyor. 
The Issue which engrossed popular at­ 
tention was a proposed constitutional 
amendment, the avowed 
purpose of 
which was to disfranchise negro vot- 
t rs, and which aroused widespread op­ 
position among many Democrats and 
foreign voters in both parties. 
Owing 
to the extreme length of the ballot 
the count *as been slow and the votes 
in some of the city precincts and re­ 
mote county districts have not been 
received.
